The amendment offered by Council- 
man Evers after a conference with the 
women, provided for the appointment of 
a woman as a member of the Parole 
Board. 

Judge Kimmel has been urging th: 
passage of his bill for more than a 
year. He prepared it soon after he 
Lecame a police judge, basing its pro- 
visions upon. his experienc: in handling 
police court cases, It provides for a 


parole and probation board comprised 


of the three. police judges, the secretary 
to the Mayor and the superintendent 
of the workhouse. 
Two Amendments Defented. 

The bill was reported .favorably by 
the cémmittee on Municipal Affairs. 
at the suggestion 
of the. Tuesday Club members, offersd 
en amendment: making the appointment 
of a woman probation officer manda- 
tory.

The 
Council’s action was unworthy of St. Louis rep 
resentatives and is a discreditable reflection 
on the spirit of the metropolitan city of the 
border states. 

The Confederate flag, to which objection is 
made, is not the emblem of a living but of a 
dead cause. It is only a memory, an historical 
symbol, whose significance as a moving appeal 
for a living issue is gone forever with the lost 
cause. : : 

There would be as much sense in attempting 
to blot out the Confederate flag and the cause it 
symbolizes from the pages of history.as to in- 
sist upon removing the flag from memorials to 
the Confederate dead.

BIGELOW AND HIS BIBLE. 
OHN BIGELOW, formerly American 
Minister to France, was an agnostic 
in his youth. “At his death, last 
year, he left papers on the Bible for his 


ander the title “The Bible That Was 
Lost and Is Found.” An introduction 
by Julian K. Smith shows that Bigelow 
dictated his consent to the publication 


that many might be helped by his story 
of how he changed his opinion of the Bi- 
ble, ug@t!l from considering it merely as 
tncient Hterature, he was convinced that 
his investigation showed it to be Ligtral- 
iv “the Word of ” inspired through- 
out, with a revelation of truth, increas- 
ing from the beginning to the close. 

During his period of middle age, he 
realized that both the method and pur- 
pose of literature have changed in mod- 
ern times. He began the study of the 
Bible from the standpoint of the times 
in which its books were written. In his- 
torical ‘writing as well as in poetry, be- 
fore the time of Christ, the method may 
be called that of “involution” and ‘‘im- 
plication.”” That is, when every event in 
human life was supposed to result from 
some idea working out from universar 
life, the attempt was made so to record 
the event that it would have “involved” 
(or literglly rolled up or wrapped up iv) 
the facts of life on earth their connec- 
tion with universal life. This ancient 
Hebrew’ method was carried further in 
Greece until what appears to be a very 
simple statement *which children’ may 
think they understand. completely, will 
have one meaning after another, as it 
were, “plaited into” it or implicated. 
Shakspeare is the last great wrifer to use 
this method as it differs from the mod- 
ern method of attempting to get every- 
thing to the surface, explain it, prove it, 
and make its meaning depend altogether 
on the way surface facts “hang togeth- 
er.” Shakspeare also used methodically 
the idea famillar to St. Paul as it was 
to all the great writers of antiquity—the 
idea that the earth from the smallest 
thing on it to the greatest is an ex- 
pression of supernatural thoughts, which 
are the “substance” of everything that’ 
takes “material” form and shape. 

Led to this standpoint By reading 
Swedenborg’s doctrins of “correspond. 
ences,” Bigelow reviewed and investigat-

‘The bill-authorizing the Confederate 
Monument Association to erect a $20,000 
monument to Southern heroes in Forest 
Park, defeated in the City Council Fri- 
day night by a vote of 6 to 3, will be 
taken up for reconsideration at the next 
meeting of the Council. 

Three members of the Council, seeing’ 
that the bill was going to be defeated, 
voted against it. so they could be in a 
,| position to moye its reconsideration at 
the next meeting. They were Council- 
men Espenschied, Lehmberg and Presi- 
dent Gundlach. | 

Councilman Protzgmann, Fietcher and 
Rower voted against the bill because 
they objected to the Confederate flag 
on the monument, which was designed 
by George JuMan Zolnay, the St. Louis 
sculptor, who won in competition with 
other designers. ‘ 

Protzsman Opposes Bill, 

Councilman Protzmann led the fight 
against the monument bill. He said he 
went to the Public Library to see the 
models. 

“The committee was about to report 
this bill favorably,” said Protzmann, 
“but I found one model that was ob- 
jectionable. A young man was being 
pushed forward by his mother, while a 
boy was leading him on, waving a Con- 
federate flag.

Wiliams, in a confession to Sheriff- 
elect Bode admitted he fi the 
shot when he saw Claybourne knocked 
down by Berger.

He took 
the trotter Pat Ford on the Southern 
fair circuit last September, and when 
the horse was sold he returned to Clay- 
ton, arriving the day before he was 
shot.
